Probably few Americans realize that 
the man in the United States railway 
mail service is far more likely to lose 
his Mfe than the soldier in Uncle Sam's 
regular army. Cold figures which have 
appeared in two official reports of the 
government prove absolutely that he is. 
Within the year ending June 30 last 
only 24 of Uncle Sam's soldiers, in all 
the 65,000 on regular or detached duty, 
were killed in action. Twenty-one men 
were killed while on duty in the fall- 
way mail service during that time. 
There were only four additional sol- 
diers wounded so seriously that they 
died or were obliged to leave the 
service on account of these wounds. 
In the railway mal) service 9 men were 
seriously hurt while on duty, besides 
the 21 men killed. To make the show- 
ing still more surprising, 378 mail 
clerks were injured more or less se- 
verely. If one compares the strength 
of the corps of a few thousand clerks 
with the 65,000 men in the regular army 
he willl find that the percentage of fa- 
talities In railway mail service is very 
much higher than that tn active army 
duty. It-is probable, too, that disease 
takes off a greater number of railway 
clerks tn proportion than it does sol- 
diers. This includes the army in the

Barney Oldfield and Frank Garbutt 
were the centers of attraction at Agri- 
cultural Park yesterday afternoon. The 
occasion Wag a sort of informal warm- 
ing up for the races of today and to- 
morrow, and the favorite cars of these.

‘They knew of no basis for the story 
recently sent out from NeW York. 
Inquiry among dealers and receivers 
here developed a variance of opinion 
refarding the probable effect of an abo- 
lition of the diversion privilege, but 
representatives of California shippers 
were strongly hostile to the suggestion. 
The local] pent of one of the largest 
shipping Grganizations in California 
said: 

“There is only one element connected 
with the whole citrus fruit industry 
of California which could view with 
favor the abolishing of the postage- 
stamp freight rate under which or- 
an;¢€s and lemons are shipped, and that 
element would be a small handful of 
commission receivers who overlook the 
bread usefulness of the flat rate for 
selfish reasons of their own. The flat 
rate to east-of-the-river points is one 
of the chief mainstays of California's 
citrus industry. It means that when 
California growers find the Chicago or 
Middie West markets filled up with 
their own and oranges from competing 
sections they can, without additionai 
freight cost, divert their cars into any 
market of the east (north of the Ohio 
River,) thereby relieving the point 
where the glut occurred. Under this 
flat-rate arrangement a merchant tin 
any town east of Kansas City can buy 
from any overstocked point, satisfying 
the demand of his own market and re- 
storing equilibrium to the overstocked 
market. Hundreds of such instances 
occur here in Chicago every month, and 
frequently the ‘neat’ diversion of a few 
cars of fruit saves the complete smash- 
ing of the market at this point. Thus 
California growers have the combined 
benefits of ail the markets, under one 
flat rate and the high (undersupplied) 
mec xets operate to stren,tli.cn the low 
(oversupplied) markets ateall times. 
“Deterioration of the fruit sometimes 
occurs by the time the car reaches a 
willing market, but the loss is propor- 
tionately. smal! compared with that 
which would ensue if the fruit were al- 
lowed to lie at a glutted potnt.” 


Cost of Catching Canfield.

SAN BERNARDINO, Dec. 15.—Floyd 
Armentrout, the thirteen-year-ol@ son 
of a highly respectable family, is in the 
City Jail charged with robbing the| 
postoffice. He has made a complete 
confession. 

Today the postoffice officials found tn! 
a vacant storeroom adjoining the post- 
office, a big batch letters which had 
been torn open a concealed among 
some boxes. A long metal box way 
also found, its resemblance to an_ in- 
fernal machine leading the officers t 
believe that some professional crim 
inala were at work. The discovery w 
immediately reported to the Sheriffa 
City Marshal. 

An investigation showed that the let- 
ters had. in every instance come from 
boxes in the postoffice. The marshall 
took Armentrout into custody, having 
found that he had been seen loitering 
about the postoffice several nights. 

The boy's par nts say he will have 
to be punished for his crime, as he has 
caused them much trouble in the past. 
The young prisoner is very pre- 
cocious,: standing at the head of his 
class at school and in many ways dis- 
playing remarkable mental develop- 
ment for one so young. 

The lad’s seven-year old brother ts 
also implicated, From the former's 
confession and the dates on the letters 
found, it seems that the stealing has 
been going on for two months. Some 
of the letters opened contained checks 
for large sums, one check to the Coun- 
ty Tax Collector being found which 
was for $200. Among the boxes robbed 
were those belonging to the § three 
banks, and a jeweler, the latter losing 
a number of packages of costly jew- 
elry, all of which the boy says he still 
nas and will return. 

SUSPECTED TRAIN ROBBERS. 

Sidney Jarvis and Arthur Schwindler, 
the men brought down from San 
Francisco, charged with the murder 
of Express Messenger Roberts, were 
arraigned this morning and their ex- 
amination was set for next Tuesday. 
They were foilowed from the north by 
their employer, J. F. Mackay, a weal- 
thy lumber merchant, who had a long 
consultation with the District Attor- 
ney, and left for San Francisco this 
afternoon, his faith in the innocence 
of the prisoners being unshaken. He 
will. retain legal help for the youths, 
and declares that~money will not be 
spared in their defense unless. the 
prosecution can convince him of their 
guilt. 

A connecting link In the chain of 
evidence being woven about the two 
suspects was found this morning when 
a Santa Fé engineer, B. Lent, 
picked up the revolver with which 
Messenger Roberts was shot down. 
The weapon was found lying near the 
railroad track half a mile west of 
Lavic. It is a 44-caliber Colt. Under- 
Los Angeles for the byflet which was 
extracted from the bédy of Roberts. 
For thig revolver the Sheriff has been 
lookine for days, believing if the men 
now in custody are guilty they threw 
the weapon away after wounding Rob- 
erts. 

The prisoners will have but two wit- 
nesses to summon, one being the young 
woman Jarvis married at Chicago, just 
before coming West with the horse 
car.. She wis a passenger on the train, 
and it is expected that she wil! corro- 
borate her husband's statement that 
he went to the coach where she was 
sleepingg and arousing her informed 
her that she was.to change cars at 
Barstow. The other witness is a negro 
Pullman porter, who will further cor- 
roborate this statement, Jarvig stating 
that the porter guided him to the berth 
where his wife was sleeping. 

Sheriff Ralphs went to Daggett this 
morning to get together the witnesses 
from whose statements has arisen the 
awful suspicion against. the prisoners. 
The officers are still confident that 
they have the right men, but they ad- 
mit that all depends upon what three 
trainmen will swear to. The youths 
take their arrest coolly, and content 
themselves with the veheinent declara- 
tion of thelr Innocence.

Out in Novel Form—Bloody Man 
Groans in Jail—Girl-mystery Solved 
for Mother.

SANTA ANA, Dec. 15.—Henry Gibbs. 
proprietor of the Palace Café, who has 


been found guilty on two 
counts of selling liquor illegaliy, filed 
a novel suit for damages today against 


City Marshal Maxwell and Officer Mur- 
ray, the two officers who ‘eaiees his 
“blind pig.” 

The complaint recites that on June 24 
the two offi-vers entered his establish 


ment by for’e and vielence and tered, 
therefrom four sucks of bottled beer 
two sacks of empty beer ,bottles, and 
one demijohn of, rye whisky, all of 


which he had there “for his own pri- 
vate use,” and which were valued at 
$49. Later he made, so he claims, sev- 
eral unsuccessful attempts to recover 
the goods, which are still in the pos- 
session of the officers. 

He asks for total damages of $3340, 
as follows: Forty dollars for the actual 
property loss of beer, whisky and bot- 
tles: $300 to reimburse him for the time 
he ha; spent in trying to recover the 
property: $1000 for the injury done hin: 
by keeping him out of possession of his 
rightful belongings: $1000 for the in- 
jury done his business by the yiolence 
‘and force displayed by the officers, who 
are alleged to have frightened patrons 
away by reason of their acts; $1000 ad- 
ditional damages by way of punishing 
the officers for their wantonness, op- 
pression and malice in entering private 
premises and taking out personal be- 
longings. The plaintiff also wants any 
further damages that the court may see 
fit to award.
